(“Let's hear the leather pop.”’) 


In any university-college con- 
ference the so-called hard-nose 
coaching set is well known to the 
football write:r. They are ruth- 
less, exacting men. Their foot- 
ball teaching does not include any 
direct advice on “how to get the 
other guy out of the game,” but 
their pupils somehow learn it just 
the same. 


These coaches “run off" any 
youngster who hasn't the cold 
temperament to take the Foreign- 
Legion-drill-instructor-type work- 
outs which are routine with the 
hard-nose cult. Gang tackling, the 
use of a jerked knee against a 
face or jaw, and the employment 
of elbows in pile-ups all come 
naturally on the “‘let’s-hear-the- 
leather-pop"’ campuses, 


There are too many of these 
coaches, though their total is rela- 
tively few. They have successes, 
but not so much as one would ex- 
pect. They usuaily require sev- 
eral years “to build” a team 
which is dehumanized-to_the nec- 
essary “hard-nosed” condition. 
They go to a few bowls and flour- 
ish for a time even as the green- 
bay tree. But, inevitably they 
move on. 


Coaching Business 


Graduates of these bowl-going, 
hard-nosed teams drift into the 
high school coaching business. 
(They aiso have imitators.) In 
a great many small towns the 
coach also becomes the principal. 
T is the best way to provide 
him the extra compensation. 


He brings the leather-popping, 
hard-nose, ‘‘get-him-out-of-there” 
attitude to the high school. He 
has a ready-made lot of immature 
youngsters with ideals and hero 
worship. Every coach is the hero 
to his players—until they learn. 
So, they pop leather for him. They 
try to “get him out of there.” 
And they pick up a set of values, 
as they do tech" “es, which may 
not turn out to be enduring. 


It is true, of course, that foot- 
ball is a game of bodily contact. 
This is a part of it. It teaches 
through ‘ard knocks. A boy who 
takes a year or so of playing on 
the scrubs and absorbing the var- 
sity’s punishment in scrimmages 
has demonstrated his ability to 
take it. But let us have no beat- 
ing about the bush. There is a 
wide gulf between this and all that 
goes on in the “‘leather-popping, 
hard-nose” school of coaching 
where boys learn the power of a 
— knee against a head or 
ace, 


Desire To Win 


The desire to win is a human 
one which needs no apology. It is 
healthy and natural. But it can 
be, and too often is, perverted 
and exploited. A town or a school 
will build a football playing field 
and equip the marching band and 
majorettes before it will build a 
high school physics or chemistry 
Jab. It will manage to promote 
the coach to principal, or pay him 
more through a private, tax-free 
cash donation, rather than hire a 
teacher to provide advanced high 
school math. 


Football usually receives the at- 
tention of the civic clubs because 
of its advertising values. In such 
a situation only a winning team 
satisfies the community urge. A 
hard-nose, leather-popping coach

Is It Ever Right 
To Use A-Bombs? 


WASHINGTON—There are now two interest- § 
ing debates going on. The Communists are de- 
bating the heresy of dissent. We are debating the 


right of dissent, including the old conflict between ethics and poli- 
tics, expediency and morality. The contrast is startling and significant. 


President Kennedy’s position 
has been widely criticized and 
misunderstood both in Europe and 
in some sectors of public opinion 
at home. He has stood in the mid- 
die ground between those who 
would negotiate nothing and those 
who would risk giving up every- 
thing. 

Recently, he has been attacked 
in Germany, France and even 
Switzerland (of all places) for in- 
dicating a willingness to reach an 
accommodation with the Rus- 
sians. This, it is said, is a sign of 
weakness, but the fact is that it is 
because Kennedy has decided to 
fight rather than capitulate that 
he is prepared to talk. 


The other argument against the 
President’s position is probably 
more sincere but more danger- 
ous. It is that nothing justifies 
the use of nuclear weapons of any 
kind, not even the imminent de- 
struction of the Allied armies in 
Europe by the Red Army, unless 
the Soviets use nuclear weapons 
first. 

This position is now being main- 
tained by Dr. Paul Tillich, the 
eminent theologian of Harvard, on 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt's edu- 
cational television program, 
“Prospects of Mankind.”’ In a dis- 
cussion televised in the State de- 


partment with Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Rusk, among 
others, Dr. Tillich asserts, ‘‘a war 
fought with atomic weapons can 
ethically not be justified, for it 
produces destruction without the 
possibility of a creative new be- 
ginning: jt annihilates what it is 
supposed to defend.” 

Dr. Tillich concedes that. the de- 
fense of Berlin and “parts of 
Western Europe”’ with convention- 
al weapons against the over- 
whelming ground forces of the 
U.S.S.R. is probably “‘impossible,’’ 
yet he adds that even “‘if this in- 
cludes — as it very probably does 
— a temporary military retreat in 
Europe on our side,’ no atomic 
weapon should be used before the 
enemy uses one. 

At this critical phase of the cri- 
Sis it is no service to the West to 
suggest in a broadcast from the 
State department that it is better 
to give up Western Europe than 
do everything we can to prevent 
it. For if Dr. Tillich’s plea were 
widely accepted in this govern- 
ment and country, nothing would 
be surer than that the Russians 
would use their conventional 
power to conquer Germany and 
march to the North Sea. Then we 
would be faced with the ‘‘moment 
of Providence” Dr. Tillich is 
hoping to avoid.

“is a secret of nature.”’ The Christian's view of death does not take away the tears 


of sorrow or the hours of loneliness, but it offers courage and hope. It assures the lonely loved ones 
who are left behind that death is not the end. 


“God made no death, neither 
hath he pleasure in the destruc- 
tion of the living,’’ wrote the 
writer of ‘‘Wisdom of Solomon.”’ 


Death marks the spot where 
man leaves the cramped vesti- 
bule of his earthly life and 
glimpses for the first time his 
eternal home. Death is simply 
the gate that leads to the Fath- 
er’s house. We should approach 
this entrance, not with fear and 
doubt, if God is our guide, but 
with thanksgiving and joy. 

Since Jesus conquered the 
grave, man can march with cer- 
tainty to the door of death with 
a song of victory on his lips. 
Ambrose, the Latin Saint, said, 
‘| have not so behaved myself 
that 1 should be ashamed to live; 
nor am I afraid to die because 
I have so good a Master.”’ The 
secret of facing death with poise 
and confidence is the life we 
have lived. 

I like to think of death as a 
graduation. It’s like going to 
school. We go to school to be- 
come educated. We may gradu- 
ate from the best university in 
the world, yet we are not edu- 
cated. There are still areas of 
untouched knowledge. It would 
be impossible to learn all there 
is to know in one or even two 
lifetimes. Death is no _ indica- 
tion that life is over. It is simply 
a graduation. Theodore Monod

Harry Golden, the erudite editor of The Carolina Israelite, made an acid 
observation the other day that tickles me. He says children have taken over our 
MAS civilization, ‘‘approaching the status of monsters more devastating than any in- 
vading army.’ In support of this he points out that when books are banned it is invariably for the 


sake of children, schools are being built to ‘look like Babylonian palaces’ for their comfort and 
pleasure, they have taken over all lines of communications, particularly the telephone, and one of 
the prize winningest of all television shows is ‘‘Father Knows Best’’ which depicts the demands and 


the dependency of grownup youth. 


There’s much in what Mr. 
Golden says, although I suspect 
he was half kidding. ‘Elsewhere 
in his little newspaper, he 
makes a stirring case for par- 
enthood, particularly the satis- 
factions of having sons.) It oc- 
curs to me, belatedly, that we 
made a mistake to admit the 
little dears to first-class citizen- 
ship in the family.

MOSCOW (AP) — Andrei A. 
Gromyko, Soviet foreign minister, 
said Wednesday he and Secretary 
of State Dean Rusk agreed at 
their recent talks in New York 
and Washington that the two big 
countries should find a way to 
make war impossible. 


Gromyko, speaking to the Soviet 
Communist party congress, of- 
fered a new olive branch to the 
West by saying that his country 
would seek to take into considera- 
tion the Western point of view at 
the negotiating table if the West 
really seeks understanding. 


APPLAUDED BY 5,000 


In a speech that in tone and 
place appeared to be a major 
policy statement, Gromyko de- 
clared that President John F. 
Kennedy and Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev “must be presidents 
in a period in which war becomes 
impossible.’’ 


It was Gromyko’s first official 
declaration on the discussions in 
New York and Washington and 
the 5,000 delegates in the new 
Kremlin congress hall applauded 
him repeatedly. 

CALLED FLEXIBLE 


He told the congress Soviet 
foreign policy is marked by its 
“flexibility and its striving to take 
account of the interests of the 
other parties to negotiations when 
they really seek an understand- 
ing.” 


But he declared if efforts to 
reach an understanding fail, the 
Soviet. Union will go ahead and 
sign a separate peace pact with 


East Germany.

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you should understand about the 
reading process: As you read, 
your eyes have to stop for a frac- 
tion of a second to focus the 
words properly. This stop, or hes- 
itation, is called a fixation. The 
more words a reader focuses at 
each fixation the faster he can 
read and the easier it is for him 
to understand and retain the to- 
tal meaning. A good reader can 
| focus at least three average-sized 
'words ‘about one inch) at each 
fixation. Let’s concentrate on 
‘that as our goal, before we go 
‘on to discuss reading compre- 
hension, skimming and the like. 


MEASURE YOUR GAINS 


To measure the progress you 
will make in improving your 
reading skill, right now you 
should count the number of fix- 
ations you are making per line. 
Make a pinhole in a piece of pa- 
per. Have a friend or a member 
of your family peer at you 
through the tiny hole, as you 
read. He will see your eyes move 
in little jumps and then stop for 
an instant. Each pause indicates 
one fixation. In an average book 
of fiction, a slow reader may 
make eight to 10 fixations per 
line, but a fast reader will make 
only three or four. 


You may also discover that 
you continually go back over 
what you read. This is called 
“regression,” and it is another 
cause of slow reading. In addi- 
tion, it fatigues the eye muscles, 
since it increases the number of 
stops the eye must make for each 
line. 


Did you find it necessary to 
‘say’ each word at the back of 
your throat, or whisper or shape 
it with your lips? If so, make a 
determined effort not to, no mat- 
ter how much you have to slow 
down your reading. When this and 
other bad habits are gone, your 
reading will automatically speed 
up. 


Experiments show that all of 
us move our vocal cords or throat 
muscles to some extent during si- 
lent reading. This movement has 
a noticeable effect on reading 
speed: It is impossible to read 
as quickly “‘with sound” as with- 
out it. You can prove this to your- 
self, Read a page as rapidly as 
you can, first aloud and then si- 
lently. Record the time in each 
case. 

MAKE THE TEST 


At first you may feel you can- 
not learn to read silently, with 
absolutely no motion of your lips. 
vocal cords or throat muscles. It 
so, repeat the experiment of re 
leasing the pages of a book and 
attempting to glimpse words and 
numbers. If you catch even one 
word, it is proof that you can 


The habit of sounding words is 
formed when one is learning to 
read. The teacher has small chil- 
‘dren read aloud a good deal so 
she can teach them correct pro- 
nunciation. Unfortunately, many 
children carry the “sounding” 
habit over to their silent reading. 
In some, the habit is so strong 
they cannot read if they do not 
sound or pronounce the words. 


To determine whether you are 
a “sound” reader, read _ these 
words silently as you do each of 
the tests given below: Book, find, 
dog, play, marble, gulp, teach, 
sing, mover, baby. 


TEST YOURSELF 

TEST 1: Place your fingers 
lightly against your lips. Do your 
lips move? 

TEST 2: Place your fingers 
against the underside of your jaw 
and press the base of your tongue. 
Is there any movement? 


TEST 3: Place your fingers 
against your throat. Do you feel 
any vibrations? 


If you feel any movement or 
vibration, then you are a “‘sound”’ 
reader, or vocalizer. Overcoming 
this habit may take a little time 
and work but you should succeed 
with one or more of the following 
methods: 


(a) Gently clasp your tongue 
between your teeth while read- 
ing. If you cannot keep your 
tongue from moving without bit- 
ing hard, then place the forward 
part of the tongue between your 
lower lip and lower gum. From 
the outside, place your fingers 
‘against the lower lip and press 
| against your tongue. 
| (b) If you shape your words 
with your lips, bite your inner lip 
gently. 


c) Place a toothpick between 
your teeth and bite it while read- 
ing. 

(d) Place your fingers against 
your upper lip and, with your 
thumb, press against the soft un- 
derside of your jaw. 

(e) If you move your head while 
reading, hold it with both hands. 
Only your eyes should move 
across the page. 

Every day for the next two 
weeks, practice these methods as 


‘have a spare minute or two, in 
fact. As you begin to conquer the 
habit, you will feel as if chains 
have been removed from your 
reading. Your speed may increase 
as much as 60 to 100 words a

U.N., Says 
U.S. Envoy 


It is “absolutely imperative” 
that the United Nations survive 
the world crisis, a U.N. official 
said here Monday night, levelling 
a blast at the “extreme right- 
wingers screaming across the 


States get out of the U.N. or the 
U.N. get out of the United States.” 


Dr. Frank P. Graham, U.S. rep- 
resentative in the United Nations 
for India and Pakistan, told an 
audience at Emory University 
that, when looked at “in broad 
perspective, the nature of man, 
the nature of sovereign nation 
states, the nature of national in- 
dependence and the nature of the 
thermo-nuclear power’ made it 
necessary that the United Nations 
remain and fight against the ‘‘ex- 
treme rightists in this country 
and the monstrous extreme left 
wing”’ of the Communist world. 


LAUDS HAMMARSKJOLD 


Graham said the U. N. Day, 
proclaimed for Tuesday by Presi- 
dent John F. Kennedy, should 
have been spent also in com- 
memorating the late U. N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
“‘He took the U.N. into the Congo 
to try to bring peace ... and 
they, our extreme right and the 
extreme left in the world, ganged 
up on him,” he said. 


“Maybe they didn’t shoot him 
down, but they hit him and the 
U.N. ideals in a more savage 
way.” 


FIGHT FOR DIGNITY 


He took time from his talk of 
the U. N. to rap states’ rights 
and segregation practices in the 
South, saying the country not 
only has a “moral and inherited 
duty to give equality to all,’”’ but 
that it is “necessary for sur- 
vival.” 


“Two thirds of the world popu- 
lation is colored,’”’ the former 
president of the University of 
North Carolina said. “The fight 
of our Negroes is a local experi- 
ence of a world revolution, a 
fight for human dignity as chil- 
dren of God and brothers of all 
people.” 

PRAISES REV. KING 


He said discriminatory prac- 
tices in the United States made 
the peoples of the world ‘“‘some- 
times doubt we still believe in 
our greatest heritage, the Decla- 
ration of Independence.” 


“In your own city you have a 
great minister who takes the 
Bible seriously,” he said, refer- 
ring to the Rev. Martin Luther 
King Jr., leader of the desegre- 
gationist non-violent movement. 


“He has mustered the young 
people in non-violence. He isn't 
overthrowing the republic ... he 
is but working to fulfill the hope 
of the republic. This youth move- 
ment is the modern idealism of 
the American Revolution,” he 
said.

Stewart also said he feels that 
any “individuals responsible 
should be brought before this 
board.” 


State School Supt. Claude Pur- 
cell said he had discussed the 
matter with local superintendents 
over the state and that they were 
“of the opinion that this can be 
handled locally, and that no legis- 
lation is necessary.”’ 


However, he said he thought “‘it 
appropriate if the board takes a 
position” on the band rebate con- 
troversy. “I certainly don’t con- 
done rebates of this type.”’ 


The board named a three-man 
committee to look into the matter 
and report back at the November 
meeting. The committee is com- 
posed of Stone, Robert B. Wright 
of Moultrie and Lonnie Sweat of 
Blackshear. 


The issue of rebates started 
earlier this month when the State 
School Boards Association asked 
its executive committee to stop 
band instrument companies from 
rebating ‘“‘thousands and thou- 
sands of dollars’’ to some school 
band directors. 


Jack Acree, the association’s 
executive secretary, had said he 
was “personally prepared to sub- 
stantiate the charge’ concerning 
the rebates. 


He also said his group may 
ask for legislation to make such 
rebates punishable as crimes.

NEW YORK—(WMS))—What makes an alcoholic stop drink- 
ing? 
“A snap-out-of-it lecture from some well-meaning authority 


has little effect,” says Dr. Margaret B. Bailey, research chief 
at the National Council on Alcoholism, 


These may be churchmen, judges, guidance counselors, even 
doctors, who share the public's uninformed opinion that men and 
women become obsessive drinkers purely through lack of moral 
fiber. All an alcoholic really needs, one hears, is will power. 
Actually, he needs that and much, much more. 


Many a problem drinker stops for a while—just to prove 
he can. Having proved his point, he resumes drinking.

recourse. Problem drinkers can’t take even one mild drink at 
a party, because the first one puts them beyond rational con- 
trol and feeds a combined physical-emotional compulsion which 
does not end until they are drunk.” 


Cure depends on motivating the drunkard to give up all 
forms of alcohol. He has to want sobriety more than anything 
else in the world, and want expert outside help. 


Such assistance comes most often from Alcoholics Anonymous, 
but alcoholism clinics, which combine medication and psy- 
chotherapy, also help. So can group therapy or a medical specialist 
when supported by understanding at home. 


For many drinkers, the turning point from alcoholism is 
a threat to something they hold dear, liberty, sanity, or security. 
A judge may threaten prison, a boss may threaten firing, a wife 
will leave and take the. children. 

This is borne out by case histories from the files of NCA’s 


Family Research Project. More than 250 wives of alcoholics were 
interviewed to gather data to provide diagnostic clues for the 


_ future. 


The success stories of Jane, a young mother in her twenties, 
and Mary, a long-married grandmother, illustrate how a strongly 
threatening situation becomes the critical “moment of truth” at 
any stage of alcoholism. 


WANTED HAPPINESS 


Jane, a headstrong 18-year-old, made up her mind to marry “‘to 
realize the full meaning of being a woman.’’ She also wanted 


happiness and security, she said. She chose Bob, 20, a clerk, 


because he seemed “fatherly and dependable.” 


Jane married in face of opposition from parents and friends, 
who pointed out that he earned little and that he drank. But Jane 
countered that he “wasn't a bore or a wise guy” and that his 
getting high several times a week wasn't serious. 


Less than a year later, Bob had become a full-blown alcoholic, 
jobless, angry and bewildered. Jane, who had just borne a son, 
was evicted for nonpayment of rent.

They fought. She tried to hide his whisky but he found 
the hiding places. He drank outside. He lost his job. Yet in 
morning-after remorse he would brokenly tell Jane that he * ‘didn't 
deserve” a girl like her. 


Jane’s obstetrician lectured him and suggested he try medica- 
tion to curb his appetite for alcohol. Jane’s minister suggested 
that she leave her husband. But she stayed until the baby came, 
when lack of money forced her back to her mother’s home. When 
she sued for child support through Domestic Relations Court, the 
judge told Bob to sober up or face jail. 


Under this threat, Bob stopped drinking. He joined AA. When 
he stayed sober for a year, Jane and the baby came back. 


He has been on the wagon now for four years, adores his 
son, holds a good job and is on his way to promotion. He and 
Jane get along better than they used to, partly because of her 
membership in Al-Anon, an association of family members of 
alcoholics, 


“Tl went at first just to get out of the house,” she reported. 
“But I've learned so much there about marriage, as well as 
understanding the nature of alcoholism—that it’s a sickness, a 
kind of allergy to alcohol.’’ 


The story of Fred and Mary, a couple in their sixties, could 
have been lifted from an F. Scott Fitzgerald novel. Their court- 
ship and early married life carried them through the roaring 
twenties, when bootleg liquor was the fare of the smart set. 


DID NO WORK 

Yale-educated Fred didn’t work because he didn’t have to. 
When he had run through the money inherited from his father, 
he always found another inheritance, as various aunts and uncles 
crossed the bar. 

His alcoholism reached its depths in the fourth decade of the 
marriage. He suffered frequent memory lapses. The couple's social 
life, always active, fell away as invitations stopped coming. One 
year he was in and out of a rest home half a dozen times to “dry 
out.” Another year he was picked up repeatedly for drunkenness, 
landing in Bellevue’s psycho ward, 


THREW UTENSILS 


The turning point came through violence. In drunken fury one 
morning, Fred began to throw kitchen utensils. Then he threatened 
her with a carving knife. 

When he came out of this bender, he was so shocked: by his 
own behavior that he immediately accepted Mary's suggestion to 
rejoin AA. She accompanied him to a new group. A long-time 
atheist, Fred joined a church again. Since then he has remained 
sober. 


“I realize he will never work, and I accept it,” Mary said, 
“even though we now have economic worries.” 

Through both groups, this elderly couple has developed a new 
circle of nondrinking friends.

quarterback stationed five yards in back of the center 


and taking a direct snap. 


From that all-seeing position he passes, feeds to a criss-crossing 


- backfield mate or unbelievably runs himself. That last item horri- 


fied the purists because ball-carrying quarterbacks are normally 


eaten alive by monstrous pro defend- 
ers, Aware of that danger, Hickey pro- 
duced an answering gimmick. He used 
three rotating quarterbacks. 


The shotgun blasted wide holes 
everywhere and only the greedily pos- 
sessive Green Bay Packers escaped by 
exerting so much ball control that no 
shooting room was left. Furthermore, 
Hickey had not yet come up with the |9 "7 
saving device of the rotating quarter- |” % 
backs. With it the Forty-Niners riddled | ~. BP , 
the Detroit Lions, the defensive wonders 
of the West, 49 to 0. Then they rolled 
up 35 points on the Rams and 38 on the 
Vikings. The shotgun looked unstop- 
pable. And along came the Chicago 
Bears. 


The Monsters of the Midway ~ 
jammed the gunpowder out of the 
shotgun in their own version of Rus- 


sian roulette last Sunday and emerged unscratched. They won, 
31 to 0. This stunner sprang from the imaginative and analytical 
minds of George Halas, the owner-coach, and Clark Shaughnes- 
sy, the tactical genius who handles the Chicago defenses. 


‘The first thing we did,” said the jubilant Papa Bear over the 
phone Wednesday, ‘‘was scrap our usual T-formation defenses. We 
reached back into the past and grabbed the set-up that was used 
against the old double-wing to crowd it out of existence. In essence 

it's a converging seven-man line.”

The Lions, Rams and Vikings had failed with T defenses. The 
Lions tried their traditional 6-1-4 and the Forty-Niners ran wide 6n 
them. The Rams tried a spread and the Forty-Niners went up the 
middie. The Vikings went for five deep defenders and that didn't 


work either. 


*“} never had subscribed to the theory that the red-dog 
wouldn't work against the shotgun because the quarterback was 
back so far he couldn’t be rushed, We chugged him plenty, 
varying our methods so much that our defense was applying 
different pressures on every play. Sometimes, though, we didn’t 


blitz at all but would fall back.” 


Whatever it was, the Bears limited the high-powered Forty- 
Niners to two first downs rushing and only three passing. 


“They gave us the big rush,”’ sadly said Hickey afterwards, ‘‘and 
beat us to death. Our quarterbacks never had a chance.”’ 


“And they always seemed to do the right thing at the right 
time.”’ said Matt Hazeltine, the Forty-Niner linebacking star, in re- 


luctant admiration. 


If this proves anything, it demonstrates that the defense will 
catch up with the offense eventually. There was one stretch of 
time when stout Steve Owen's artful A-formation made the Giant 
attack baffling. But the defense caught up with it and he had to 
switch to the T. Many years later, though he took the A out of 
mothballs and sprung it on the Cardinals. At halftime his path 
crossed that of Vince Banonis the Card center, on the way to 


the clubhouse.

“and shove it down your throat.”’

When Halas’ Bears were the only T-formation team in pro ball, 
most teams tried to halt the monsters with a seven-man line and 
hox or diamond defense. Owen rigged up a better way. Did the Papa 


Bear remember? 


‘‘How could I forget?"’ said Papa Bear. “But he borrowed it 
from me. When the Giants beat us in that rubber-shoe game in 
1934, we played them on the coast in a post-season exhibition and 
heat them with a 5-3 defense. Steve used the 5-3 against us after 
that and then Greasy Neale came up with a 5-4 that was excel- 
lent. He had his fullback and Wojie chugging in on us. It was 


the first real test the T got. 


“Everyone now uses a revolving zone. Primarily we had our 
four rush men—Maury Youmans, Fred Williams, Roger Leclerc and 
Doug Atkins—anchoring our line. (Editor's note—Some anchor! It 
averages 244 pounds and 6 feet 5 inches.) Our three linebackers

Stadium will be on flying 
Tom Hutchinson, K en- 
tucky’s vaunted end, when. the 
Wildcats invade Georgia for a 
Southeastern Conference game 
Saturday.

Florida 
Halts Entry 
Of Cattle 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla. #—Ship- 
ment of livestock into Florida will 
be embargoed for a 30-day period 
to prevent screwworms from en- 
tering the state from Alabama 
and Georgia, Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture Doyle Conner said 
Wednesday. 


Conner did not immediately fix 
the date for starting the ban on 
livestock imports. 


The decision to ban imports was 
made upon recommendation of 
his livestock technical advisory 
committee at a meeting in Lake- 
land Wednesday, Conner said. 


The embargo will apply to wild 
and circus-+ype animals, but will 
not extend to racing thorough- 
breds and racing greyhounds 
which pass proper inspection. 

The embrago will be reviewed 
Dec. 1 and extended if necessary, 
Conner said. 


The embargo was asked by Ala- 
bama and U.S. Department of 
Agriculture authorities. Screw- 
worms infect cattle in 19 Ala- 
bama counties and have been 
found in Georgia only 90 miles 
north of the Florida line. 


“The embargo is designed to 
help Alabama and Georgia as well 
as Florida,’’ Conner said. “If the 
pests can be contained in Ala- 
bama and Georgia they will be 
killed by winter cold. But if they 
get into Florida they can survive 
the winter and move back into 
Alabama and Georgia in the 
spring.”

Brazil and Ecuador led a move- 
ment to kill the proposal outright 
The smaller Central American na- 
tions and the United States sought 
a compromise formula that would 
keep it alive. Opposition from the 
big nations—especially Argentina, 
Chile and Mexico—made it impos- 
sible to expect outright approval 
by the council. 


Last year the council adopted a 
similar procedure in dealing with 
Venezuelan complaints against the 
Dominican Republic.

Press Secretary Pierre Salinger 
said Frederick G. Dutton, secre- 
tary of the Cabinet, attended a 
meeting of the Bureau of Roads 
at which the route was discussed 
but made no recommendations 
then or at any other time. 


Patterson Tuesday accused Dut- 
ton and an employe of the Civil 
Rights Commission of ‘‘finagling’’ 
to get the Montgomery segment of 
the highway relocated to save 
property of Negro leaders. 


The particular stretch of road 
runs through an area occupied by 
faculty members of a Negro col- 
lege. 


Dutton is in California and 
could not be reached by newsmen 
for comment. Salinger spoke for 
him in reply to questions. 


Salinger said the White House 
was in no way involved except 
for the receipt of information 
from the Bureau of Roads. 


The bureau is studying Alaba- 
ma’s proposal for the highway, 
Salinger said, and as yet has ‘‘not 
announced any intention to ap- 
prove it or disapprove it.”’

POET CLUTCHES STUMP CIGAR AS HE CHATS WITH PRESIDENT KENNEDY 
Carl Sandburg Pays Visit to White House Before Address Opening Civil War Centennial Museum. 


‘BUT POET DOESN’T LIKE IKE’S STYLE

WASHINGTON—Carl Sandburg called 
at the White House Wednesday to salute 
President John F. Kennedy's literary and 
political style and pay his disrespects to 
former President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 


The General had irritated the poet with 
a political speech in New York Tuesday 
night which ridiculed the Peace Corps 
as a “juvenile experiment.” 


“Ike is talking like a regular Army- 
trained man in_ statecraft,’’ Sandburg 
said. ‘He's going to put his foot in his 


mouth more often than he expects.”’ The 


New York speech, he said, was an “easy 
and careless blast.”’ 


“The nation,” he said, “got acquainted 
with Mr. Eisenhower's style and we got 
acquainted with the operations of his 
mind sometimes. For ‘insidious’ he says 
‘insiduous.’ A tree whose leaves fall is 
deciduou.’’ Sandburg paused long enough 


to suggest impatience, either with him- 


self or with Eisenhower. Then he said, 


**Oh, shucks.”’ 


Kennedy, in Sandburg’s estimation, is 
“doing all right” in the presidency. ‘I 
say that,”’ he added, “inspite of the ex- 
president’s remarks in New York about 
the youth corps. Why not let it run a 
little farther before he is so cheaply un- 
historical? It may not work, but it 
won't cost to wait.”’ 


Sandburg was in Washington to open 


the Library of Congress's Civil War Cen- 


tennial exhibiiton at a special preview 
Wednesday night. 


When Sandburg arrived at the White 
House, the President was still occupied 
with Dr. Cheddi Jagan, prime minister of 
British Guiana, 

Sandburg settled into a big wooden 
armchair in the cabinet room to wait and 
began turning the golden sunlight blue 
with the stump of a fat cigar. Reporters 
drifted in from the lobby and Sandburg, 
on request sang a few lines from an old

song denouncing Republicans. They went 
like this: 


“Scum of the earth— 

We will meet them, 

And we will beat them, 

And we will show them what we 
are worth.” 


What about President Kennedy's liter- 
ary style? “‘The solid content is good,”’ 
Sandburg said. ‘‘He can be counted as one 
of the presidents who had not only solid 
content, but style. His predecessors in 
style—Jefferson, Lincoln, Wilson, and the 
two Roosevelts.’’ 


“On the showing so far,”’ he said, Ken- 
nedy looked as if he might become “a 
great president.”’ He though Kennedy “a 
litle mor elike FDR’ than any other 
president. 


Later, reporting on his talk with the 
President Sandburg said he had asked 
Kennedy, ‘‘How ya doing?’’ and the Pres- 
ident replied, ‘“‘Not so bad. It could be 
worse.”

Food Supplement 
Is Seized by U.S. 


Federal marshals seized 274 units of a nationally 
distributed food supplement here Wednesday after the 
Food and Drug Administration charged that a sales 
agent made false claims about the product. 


Among the claims cited by the 
FDA were that the supplement— 
Nutri-Bio—would prevent alcohol- 
ism, gray hair, cancer and stom- 
ach ulcers. 


The libel of information filed by 
U.S. Attorney Charles Goodson 
said the product was “‘misbrand- 
ed while held for sale after ship- 
ment in interstate commerce,” 
because there are no directions 
on the label for treatment and 
prevention of the things it is 
claimed to be good for. 


Distributed principally through 
house-to-house salesmen, the 
claims alleged in the libel were 
made after an FDA inspector, 
James B. Griffin, answered an 
ad in a local newspaper, accord- 
ing to John Sanders, director of 
the Atlanta office of the FDA.

The fact sheet states that a 
Nutri-Bio distributor in Minneso- 
ta was convicted of misbranding

ord of violations by the corpora- 
tion,’’ it continued. 

There were no charges that the 
product was harmful in itself, only 
that false claims were made. The 
label states the name of vitamins 
and mineral contained, and the 
amount and proportion of the min- 
imum daily requirement of each, 
as required by law. It makes no 
mention of cures.

munist insurgents.

dent Ngo Dinh Diem’s government 
could “get this nation and its 
friends to realize that here we 
have indeed a major threat.” 


ASKS ALL-OUT EFFORT 


A broad mobilization of the na- 
tion’s resources in the fight 
against the Viet Cong (Vietna- 
mese Communist) rebels would 
also demonstrate South Viet 
Nam's “willingness to put every- 
thing necessary to win into this 
operation,” Taylor observed. 


The general’s statement was in- 
terpreted here as implying that 
the present efforts under the Ngo 
Dinh Diem government fall short 
of South Viet Nam’s capabilities. 
Such criticism of the regime has 
been widely heard in South Viet- 
namese circles. 


The President’s promulgation of 
a “state of emergency” at the 
time of the Taylor mission’s ar- 
rival last week has failed to sat- 
isfy such critics because steps 
have not been taken to imple- 
ment the presidential decree. 


AT AIRPORT 


Taylor's statement was made 
at Saigon’s International Airport 
as he was about to leave for 
Bangkok, Thailand. The former 
U.S. Army chief of staff and an 
li-man team of U.S. military, 
economic and political special- 
ists have completed an intensive 
seven- day study for a report to 
Kennedy on how Washington can 
best assist South Viet Nam in 
overcoming the Communist ad- 
vances. 


Taylor declined to comment on 
whether the United States should 
commit combat troops to South 
Viet Nam’s defense. 


U.N. Swaps 
PWs with 


Katangans 


ELISABETHVILLE, Katanga 
(AP)—Katanga and the United 
Nations exchanged prisoners 
Wednesday night, marking an end 
to the armed conflict between the 
secessionist Congo province and 
the world organization. 


The government of President 
Moise Tshombe handed over the 
190 prisoners—mainly Irish—cap- 
tured in last month’s fighting. 
U.N. forces had moved to disarm 
foreign officers serving in Katan- 
ga. The action amounted to an 
attempt to bring the province 
back under control of the central 
Congo government. 


The United Nations returned 
some 250 Katangans, 45 of them 
here and the rest in other cities 
in Katanga. At the same time 
U.N. forces withdrew from the 
Elisabethville post office and oth- 
er strongpoints held during the 
fighting. 

President Tshombe formally ac- 
cepted ratification of the Katanga- 
U.N. cease-fire Tuesday. It pro- 
vides that the U.N. Secretariat 
in no way recognizes Tshombe’s 
claim to independence from the 
central government at Leopold- 
ville.

The Atlanta firm is one of 
the relatively few remaining independent paper 
converters (school and office paper supplies), al- 
though this end of the field was primarily in the 
hands of independents three to five years ago. 
Then the big pulp and paper mills moved in via

Swiss Set Fashion 


In Culinary World

Rarely does a dish create 
news in the repertory of cull- 
nary arts, but when it does, 
questions and enthusiasm spread 
far and wide. 


What could possibly be new, 
exciting and delectable? It's a 
fondue — not a cheese fondue 
which makes party fare more 
exciting -- but a fondue bour- 
guignonne. 

Only the land of skis and snow 
could originate a dish with per- 
sonality and a touch of romance. 
And the Swiss perfected the 
whole idea. 


It is said that the Swiss 
adapted the idea from the work- 
ers in Burgundy vineyards, who 
reheated their midday meal 
while consuming bottles of pin- 
ard, argot for vin ordinaire. 

For a more romantic atmos- 
phere, just imagine Swiss cou- 
ples seating themselves around 
a small casserole or -chafing 
dish filled with a piping hot 
salad oil combined with butter 
over an alcohol flame. 

FORKS FOR QUEST 


Two long handled forks are 
used by each guest. One is al- 
ways in the pot and the second 
one for eating purposes. 

While Alfred Jones of Sea Is- 
land toured Switzerland last 
year, he became acquainted 
with this popular new idea. 
Upon returning to the States, 
he decided to introduce the 
dish to Georgians around Sea 
Island. The response was over- 
whelming. And just a year 
later, the unusual dish continues 
to receive compliments and 
wide acceptance. 

The meat is cooked to the 
desired degree of doneness, re- 
moved from the chafing dish 
and dunked into one of two 
exotic sauces. An Herb Sauce 
and Mushroom Sauce are 
served in side dishes along with 
Baked Potatoes and Vegetable 
Salad. 


“We serve a plate of bite- 
sized cubes of filet mignon to 
each guest,’’ said Jean Ogles, 
one of the managers of the 
Yacht Club. ‘‘And the meat must 
he of top quality,” she added. 


“Cubes of meat are speared 
onto the long handled, Danish 
designed forks and placed in 
the hot oil,’’ continued Jean. To 
avoid confusion over who's cube 
of meat is in the pot, each pair 
of forks has a different colored 
handle. 


Jessie Ogles, also manager of 
the club, explained that the two 
sauces have a Brown Gravy 
base. Their recipe is as fol- 
lows: 


BROWN GRAVY 
Y% cup celery, chopped 
ly cup onions, chopped 
4 cup carrots, chopped fine 
Butter 
3 tbsps. flour 
I cup water 
V4 to 4 cup beef base 


Saute celery, onions and 
carrots in “% cup butter. Add 
flour, water and beef base. 
Bring to a boil and strain. If 
too thick, add more water. 


To tease those palates, dip 
the meat cubes into this lus- 
cious Mushroom Wine Sauce. 
You'll find various other uses 
for that tantalizing sauce. 


MUSHROOM WINE SAUCE 


1 cup mushrooms 
Dash of garlic salt 
Brown gravy 
White wine to taste 


Saute fresh sliced mushrooms 
in % cup butter. Add mush- 
rooms and drippings to brown 
gravy. Season with garlic salt 
and add white wine to taste. 
Serve very hot. 


The second sauce blends soy 
sauce with your favorite herbs. 


SOY HERB SAUCE 


1 cup brown gravy 
2 tbsps. soy sauce 


Forks With Different Colored Handles Spear Meat 


4 thsps. catchup 

1 tsp. Worcestershire 
Sauce 
Garlic salt 


Start with a base of brown 
gravy and add other ingredients, 
including herbs, to taste. Bring 
to a boil and serve. 


Some of the herbs that you 
might enjoy blending might in- 
clude rosemary, oregano, mar- 
joram, tarragon, celery salt, 
cumin, bay leaf and allspice. 


To start the cauldrum brew- 
ing, place 3 parts olive oil and 
2 parts butter. For extra flavor, 
you can add chopped onions and 
parsley. 


Other sauces for the fondue 
bourguignonne may include 
Bordelaise Sauce, Anchovy and 
Mustard Butter, Bernaise Sauce, 
Herb Butter and Garlic Butter. 


BORDELAISE SAUCE 


2 thsps butter 

2 thsps. finely minced 
shallots 

%4 cup dry red wine 

1 cup beef gravy 

tbsps. lemon juice 

2 tbsps. minced parsley 
Salt and cayenne pepper 
to taste 

4 cup sliced mushrooms, 
cooked in a little butter 


Melt butter in saucepan and 
cook the shallots until they are 
transparent. Add wine and sim- 
mer until reduced one-half. 
Add remaining ingredients and 
heat well. Yields 2 cups. 


ANCHOVY AND 
MUSTARD BUTTER 


2 anchovy fillets 

1 tbsp. dry mustard

Place over low heat and 
gradually add butter. Whisk 
until sauce thickens. Strain and 
add remaining ingredients. 
Makes 1% cups. 


GARLIC BUTTER 


3 cloves garlic, minced 
Salt and pepper to taste
